Carving pieces of bone or ivory 
for pastime and profit. 

Artist Gene Hoover of Upland became 
interested in the American art form after 
he returned from service in Vietnam. 
Although he enjoys it, profit is a motive 
for him, too. 

Whalers, and then Eskimos, used 
primitive hand tools to etch their designs 
in the hard surfaces. Today Hoover uses 
slightly more sophisticated equipment 
but the art hasn’t changed that much for 
centuries. 

Hoover grew up in Pomona and 
became interested in art while in the 
seventh grade at Fremont School. His 
family then moved to Redlands but his 
interest in art grew stronger. 

He started working freelance with oil 
paints. He served as a medic in Vietnam 
from 1968 to 1970. 

“! heard about a show Bill Shotz was 
having, a show of his works at the 





Disneyland Hotel. | went and met him 
and he began showing me the 
technique,” Hoover said. 

The Upland artist has practiced during 
the years and has been recognized 
among the top five scrimshanders, those 
working in scrimshaw, in this country. 

The ancient art of carving in animal 
bones and teeth seemed to be dying out 
in the 1970s. In 1970 the United States 
only had three scrimshanders, Hoover 
said. 

A resurgence of interest has increased 
the number of scrimshanders to about 
280 today in this country and South 
America. 

“It has become very competitive. 
Scrimshaw can command a high price 
because it is a very popular collectors’ 
item, particularly among doctors and 
lawyers,” Hoover said. ‘‘Because of the 
competition, artists try and stay in the 
top five in the country in order to 
command high prices for their works.” 

Hoover uses sewing, heavy No. 11 and 
Victrola needles in whale and 


hippopotamus teeth. 

Before beginning a project, Hoover 
said, he sands and buffs whatever 
material is being used to make a shiny 
surface. The needles then are used 
painstakingly to make dots in the tooth 
or ivory, which forms designs. 

Ink then is poured over and massaged 


into the work to complete the scrimshaw. 


“There are only two American art 
forms — Indian sand painting and 
scrimshaw. | really enjoy it,” the artist 
said. 


Most of Hoover’s work is custom- 
designed knife handles. Knives have 
become particularly popular in this 
country and so have specially designed 
scrimshaw handles, he said. 


Although most moviegoers probably 
didn’t notice, Hoover said he designed 
the knife handles used in the films, 
“First Blood” and ‘‘Sharkey’s Machine.” 

Scrimshaw materials, ivory or bone, 
can cost between $50 and $500 an inch, 
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depending upon the work involved. 

“Although a lot of collectors want it, 
so do a lot of average people,” he said. 

To meticulously carve small etchings 
into ivory or bone is time-consuming. 
Hoover said it can take anywhere from 16 
to 32 hours to complete the scrimshaw 
work on one side of a knife handle. 

Ivory is hard to acquire. Unless an 
artist or collector has a special hunter's 
permit, possession of ivory can be 
illegal. 

“Scrimshaw has been a dying art and 
\’m glad to see it’s back,” he said. 

Hoover’s work has been shipped to 
collectors in Spain, Italy and Hawaii in 
addition to the United States. 

Since Hoover, in his own way, has 
helped perpetuate the scrimshaw art, 13- 
year-old Ryan Hoover is following his 
father’s footsteps. 

“Ryan got interested in art about two 
years ago. He’s learning to paint and do 
scrimshaw. | like the idea of passing my 
knowledge of art on to my son,” the elder 
Hoover said. 0

Public employees have added pressure

Working at Upland City Hall 
can be dangerous to one’s 
health if a person allows the 
pressures of his job to get to 
him, according to Dr. Michael 
Geffen. 

Stress at any job can impaira 
person’s health but those 
employed in jobs scrutinized by 
the public can have added 
pressures, said Geffen of the 
Geffen Center for Psychological 
Growth. 

Although city employees 
aren’t falling victim to stress in 
large numbers, Upland does 
require its top management 
people to attend stress 
workshops and all employees to 
undergo specific testing, 
according to Mary Ann Reiss, 
personnel director. 

About a dozen Upland 
employees have received 
treatment for stress at the center 
in the past year. The number 
isn’t high, Geffen said. 

“Upland doesn’t have a unique 





problem. The center has treated 
people from all over,” he said. 
“Stress is an epidemic in this 
country and the No. 1 leading 
cause of death as an underlying 
factor.” 

The recent retirement of Fire 
Chief Don Justis because stress 
related to his job is the latest 
example that stress can be 
disabilitating if left unchecked. 

Upland, in conjunction with 
the center, provides its 
employees with information 
about how to spot stressful 
situations and how to treat 
potential problems, Reiss said. 

Geffen said supervisors, 
particularly, are trained to look 
for signs of stress among their 
department workers. 

Employees who aren’t eating 
or working up to their potential 
or simply appear on edge are 
likely stress candidates, the 
doctor said. 

Stress symptoms can be 
treated through learning 
relaxation techniques, 
biofeedback programs and some 


behavior modifications. 

The city and center participate 
in an employee assistance 
program designed to help stop 
potential stress problems. 

“The information tells 
employees how to recognize 
stress. The employees then can 
follow up for themselves,” she 
said. “We've all felt stress in our 
own way but the important thing 
is how a person handles it.” 

Reiss said employees in the 
public view do have more stress 
related to their jobs than those 
in private industry. “Il think 
public figures do have more 
stress particularly when their 
performance is subject to more 
criticism,” she said. 

In addition to the required 
workshops, management 
personnel every other year take 
stress tests administered by 
Loma Linda Hospital. The tests 
check an employee’s blood, lung 
Capacity and a stress 
electrocardiogram. 

Hospital personnel then 
discuss with city employees

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Learn how to beat 
run-down feeling

Do you ‘poop out” more 
quickly than you think you 
should? Maybe you should 
consider exercise and/or taking 
vitamins. But what also can help 
is to Know a few ways to use the 
energy you have to better 
advantage. 

Modern medical research has 
discovered why you may think 
you are all played out when you 
should have plenty of ‘‘get-up- 
and-go” left. You can beat that 
run-down feeling, get more done 
on the job or around the house 
and get more fun out of life by 
putting to use this discovery. 

What is known now about 
fatigue ig this: When you get 
tired, it is your brain and not 
your body that says, “I have had 
enough.” 

There are two definite, but 
different, signals that can flash 
the tired sign in your brain. 

One signal comes from the 
chemicals in your bloodstream, 
the waste products of exertion, 
that cause the healthy tiredness 
you feel when you have been 
involved in hard physical work. 

The other signal is emotional. 
This is the cause of the nervous 
fatigue that overcomes you even 
when you have done little or no 
work. 

Both kinds of fatigue serve a 
very useful purpose. 

Sometime before Roger 
Bannister beat the 4-minute mile, 
Dr. Mike Straub said it would be 
done. It was no wild guess, 
because he had been measuring 
the energy fluctuations in 
nerves, muscles and brain cells. 
He discovered that the brain 
says “I can’t” before the 
muscles use up ali of their 
energy. He tested runners who 
felt exhausted, and found the 

athletes’ legs still had plentiful 


reserves of energy. 

As muscles burn energy, the 
“ashes,” lactic acid and carbon 
dioxide are dumped into the 
blood. If you get a high enough 
concentration of these 
chemicals, you have a signal to 
the brain that causes the brain to 
call it quits. This is a vital safety 
device. A muscle that runs 
completely out of fuel takes 10 
or 15 minutes to recover. 

Straub points out, “You can’t 
wait that long for an exhausted 
lung or heart muscle to start 
working again.” 

Sometimes you get tired just 
because you have a nervous 
energy drain. This kind of fatigue 
comes whenever you feel 
nervous, rejected, frightened or 
angry in circumstances that 
prevent any expression of these 
feelings. It has been noted that 
nervous fatigue often follows 
change — anew job, a marriage, 
the birth of achild. The way to 
overcome this kind of fatigue is 
to uncover and control the 
hidden feelings that are being 
blocked by the fatigue. 

Whether your fatigue is 
caused by actual physical 
exertion or mental stress, 
however, you can overcome it. 

First, check your health. Be 
certain that you are in top shape 
— knowing this in itself can give 
you a boost. 

Since you use your vision and 
hearing more than any other 
senses, be sure that you have no 
hidden defect. 

Check your posture and 
appearance. Try this experiment 
— slump in your chair and let 
your head droop. Notice how 
lethargic you feel. Straighten 
your back, hold your head erect, 
square your shoulders and 
notice how the tired feeling 
disappears. 

Voice also is an index to 
fatigue. Firm, clear speech

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Students learn to protect themselves

Second graders at Valle Vista__

to protect themselves from 
abuse last week. 

A volunteer from Chino Youth 
Services’ Child Abuse 
Prevention Intervention 
Education Program stressed 
three ways children should react 
to dangerous situations:

It was a message the students 
were familiar with after seeing 
the film, “Better Safe Than 
Sorry, Part II.” Narrated by 
Stephanie Edwards, the film 
depicts children in various 
potentially abusive situations 
and discusses ways they can 
decrease the risk of harm. 

“What if you were home alone 
and somebody knocked on the 
door?” the volunteer asked the 
second graders. ‘‘Don’t answer 
it,” they answered in unison. 
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keeps you ready for action. 

Check your attitudes. A young 
lady and a male college athlete 
were asked to stand holding 
their arms straight out from the 
body. The man was told that he 
could do this for only a few 
minutes, and the girl was told 
that it was easy. The girl did it 
for much longer than the athlete. 
If you think negatively, you act in 
that manner. 

You concentrate better with 
greater savings in energy if you 
plan what you have to do and 
when. But make your plans 


flexible and varied — boredom 
tires you, too. 
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“Even if it was a policeman or 
somebody in a uniform, it might 
not be a policeman,” said 
student John Boyd. 

The program, taught to all 
students in Central School 
District for the first time, 
followed two earlier parent 
meetings on child abuse and 
staff inservice training programs 
on the responsiblity to report 
suspected cases of child abuse. 


“That was all done ahead of time 
because we think we might get 
some students that disclose 
things,” said district nurse 
Deanna Bowers. 

The number of suspected 
child abuse cases that the 
district has reported to child 
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protective services rose from 13 
for the 1983-84 school year to 18 
by January 1985, Bowers said. 
“I’ve seen some real positive 
results from families we’ve 
reported, even though at the 
time of the report things weren’t 
wonderful,” Bowers said. 


Many families are dealing with 
the abusive behavior in 
counseling, she said. The 
district has found that most of 
the abusive parents had been 
abused as children themselves. 
It is acycle that only 
intervention can stop, Bowers 
said. 


Sexual molestation, which is 
not as evident as other kinds of 
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physical abuse, is more difficult 
to detect, Bowers said. 

The second graders received 
the program’s message in easy 
stride, reflecting their familiarity 


with the topic. However, one 
student, Christopher Rydo, was 
perplexed about one thing. “Why 
do they just grab kids and not 
adults?” he asked. 0

Water Treatment Change May Affect You 


On June 3, 1985, Metropolitan Water District will c e the 
disinfectant used to purify water. The new purification additive 
will affect most tropical fish dealers and hobbyists, kidney 
dialysis patients and some industrial and manufacturing 
processes in the district’s 5200-square-mile service area. 


Through its member agencies, Metropolitan supplies supple- 
mental water to nearly 13 million Southern Californians living in 
Ventura, Los Angeles, Orange, Riverside, San Bernardino and 
San Diego counties. After June 3, many people in these areas 
will be receiving water disinfected with chloramines, rather 
than chlorine. i 


The change is being made in response to a federal water 
uality regulation that limits the amount of trihalomethanes 
) in municipal water supplies. Chlorine can react with 
naturally pci organics in water to form THMs, which 
include a sus carcinogen. Chloramines, however, do not 
tend to form these compounds. 


Because chloramines are toxic to fish, hobbyists are advised 
to contact their pet ey dealers for information about easily 
removing the disinfe from water before it is placed into 
acquariums or fish ponds. Kidney dialysis patients should 
contact their doctors about the effects of chloramines on the 
dialysis treatment process. 

Your local water agency can tell you if you will be affected by 
this change. Further information about chloramines can be 
obtained by calling Metropolitan at (213) 250-6000.

A 6-cent embossed stamped 
envelope featuring the famed 
frigate U.S.S. Constitution was 
issued May 3 in Boston. The 
envelope meets the new 
minimum per-piece third-class 
rate for bulk mailings by 
authorized non-profit 
organizations. 

Old lronsides, as that ship is 
known more familiarly, won more 
battles than any other early 
American warship. It was built in 
1797 at acost of $302,719, 
including its 44 guns and 
equipment and the copper 
bottom sheathing installed by 
Paul Revere. 

The vessel gained lasting ~ 
fame during the War of 1812 
when it eluded the British 
squadron for 60 hours in one 
skirmish, wrecked the frigate 
Guerriere in only 30 minutes in 
another engagement and 
captured the frigate Java, two 
sloops of war and several other 
prizes in separate encounters. 

Old Ironsides received its 
nickname because its staunch 
oak hull received little damage in 
battle. Nevertheless, it was 
condemned as unseaworthy and 
scheduled to be broken up in 
1828 until Oliver Wendell 
Holmes Sr.’s poem ‘“‘Old 
lronsides” aroused public 
sentiment to save it. The fully 
restored ship is moored in 
Boston Harbor. 

The design and typography for 
the envelope were prepared by 
Cal Sacks. The envelope was 
printed on the VH (Vincent E. 
Heywood) webfed press by the 
U.S. Envelope Co. of 
Williamsburg, Va. It is being 
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produced in the No. 6% and No. 
10 sizes, in both regular and 
window formats. 

For first-day cancellations, 
customers may purchase the 
envelopes at local post offices, 
address and mail their orders no 
later than June 2 to: Customer- 
Provided Stationery, Postmaster, 
Boston, MA 02205-9991. 
Customers need to be reminded 
to add 16 cents additional 
postage to meet the minimum 
first-class rate. (Note: The 
envelopes sell for 11 cents at 
post offices — 6 cents postage 
and 5 cents for the envelope.) No 
remittance required. 

Those asking the USPS to 
handle the problem should send 
address labels and 27 cents per 
envelope ordered to: Old 
lronsides Envelope, Postmaster, 
Boston, MA 02205-9992. Send 
money in check form only; 
personal checks accepted. Same 
deadline as above. 

On May 15, a 22-cent coil and 
14-cent sheet Penalty Mail stamp 
were issued in Washington, D.C., 
with no first-day ceremony. 
(Penalty Mail stamps previously 
were called Official Mail 
stamps.) 

The 22-cent coil meets the 
new domestic letter rate and the 
14-cent sheet stamp meets the 
new-postcard rate. The two 
items replace the non- 
denominated Penalty Mail 
stamps, which were used for 
implementing the rate change 
until regular denominated 
Penalty Mail stamps were 
available. 

Both stamps were printed on 
the intaglio press in black, red 
and blue. Rates, plus “USA,” 
appear below the eagle on each 
stamp in black type, plus one 
line of smaller red type reading, 
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STAMP 


“Penalty for private use $300.” 

Because the items are not 
available for sale in post offices 
and cannot be used on private 
mail, procedures for first-day 
cancellations differ from the 
normal routine. Envelopes and 
postcards to which stamps are 
to be affixed by the postal 
service must have a U.S. 
government return address. 
Therefore customers must place 
“U.S. Postal Service, 
Washington, DC 20066, Official 
Business” in three lines of type 
in the upper left corner of 
envelopes or postcards when 
submitting them for 
cancellation. The return address 
must be printed, typewritten or 
rubber-stamped. It may not be 
written in longhand. Cards or 
envelopes submitted without the 
proper return address will be 
returned unserviced. 

Send the addressed, plus 
return-addressed, covers to: 
Penalty Mail Stamps, 
Postmaster, Washington, DC 
20066-9992. Send 22 cents for 
each envelope and 14 cents for 
each postcard in check form 
only. Postmark all orders by 
June 14.

Absent is a neon sign flashing “diner.” To the 
stranger’s eye it may appear as just an unassuming 
brown house as old as the smoke Stacks and tall power 
lines that surround it. 

But the diesel rigs that frequently congregate near 
the ordinary-looking building on Etiwanda Avenue 
portend something more. This is Butler’s Diner, known 
by truckers throughout the United States for its large 
servings of ham and eggs at a price affordable by 
those who eat on the road. 

Larry and Judy Butler have owned the diner for nine 
years. The booths and snack bar appear to have been 
unchanged for a much longer time. The entire interior 
is of a different era, like a yellowed page froma 
newspaper saved for many years as a reminder of days 
gone by. 

What it lacks in contemporary decor it makes up for 
in comfort. It is homey and relaxed, as is characteristic 
of highway cafes and diners frequented by truckers. 

A beer cooler and nearby rack of country and 
western cassette tapes for sale stand as a constant 
reminder of the diner’s trucking clientele. An ill-placed 
step in the cement floor at the diner’s entrance attests 
to the regularity of its customers; a newcomer will 
invariably trip over the unexpected step, but not the 
regulars. 

The diner has always been there, says Robert 
Dodson who has lived in the area for 33 years. He 
remembers buying ice cream at the diner when he was 
6 years old. Then it was called Maxine’s Cafe. 

“There was nothing but grape vineyards, walnut 
groves, and lemon orchards,” he recalls. Since then, 
agriculture has given way to heavy industry in the area. 
But the diner hasn’t changed much sinceDodson’s 
childhood. ‘Basically it’s still the same place,” he 
says. 

Larry Butler estimates that 75 percent of his 
clientele are truckers. Because his diner caters to 
“truckers and the working man,” he doesn’t worry 
about competition from new restaurants moving into 
the area. He is confident that they won’t be able to 
compete with his low prices and big servings. 

The diner seems impervious to local changes that 
would cause most other restaurants to fail. it survived 
the closing of Kaiser Steel Mill in 1983 which meant a 
decrease from 7,500 workers to the 500 currently at 
California Steel Industry, which replaced part of the 
mill. 

“tt hurt us (but) not as much as you’d think it 
would,” Larry says. There are lots of small trucking 
companies in the area to keep the diner busy, he adds. 

Those companies attract truckers from all over the 
United States to Butler’s. ‘‘This place is pretty 
popular,’ says Ed McCamon, a former trucker who eats 
at the diner every other morning. “I’ve seen truckers 
back east talking about their breakfasts here. 

“They’ve got the best ham I’ve seen,” he adds. 

Truckers from as far as New York and Pennsylvania 
come to Butler’s upon the recommendation of other 
truckers back east. They have a limited choice on the 
road and prices are high, Judy explains. ‘Larry insists 
on buying high quality (products) but charging little. 
The guys evidently appreciate that.” 

it was the diner’s reputation that reunited Larry 
with relatives he hadn’t seen since he was a child. 
Butler had lost touch with his relatives when his 
mother died of cancer and he was adopted by an uncle. 

Then one day last year a man who had heard of the 
restaurant’s reputation stopped in to eat. In the course 
of his meal, it was learned that the man was Larry’s 
nephew. What followed, Judy says, was an emotional 
trip back to Michigan last summer where Larry was 
finally reunited with his relatives.

Hottest spot 
may also be 
the holiest

The world’s hottest spot may 
also be its holiest. It is an 
ancient walled city ona 
mountaintop among the rolling 
hills of Judea, and it could be 
the focal point for future peace 
or war in the Middle East. 

Its ancient name is Jerusalem, 
and its twisting, contorted, 
narrow streets are laid on rubble 
that has been fought over by 
Israelites, Egyptians, Syrians, 
Persians, Babylonians, Greeks, 
Romans, Aramaeans, European 
Crusaders, Ottomans and 
Jordanians. And now the flag of 
David flies over it again. 

It measures 21 acres, and its 
walls hold places sacred to the 
world’s three monotheistic 
religions — Islam, Judaism and 
Christianity. Through the 
centuries it is hard to find 
anything to cause anyone to 
think of it as a city of peace or 
love. 

On the western wall there are 
a few stones that once were the 
foundation of the majestic 
temple built by Herod. Among 
them there may be a few stones 
left from the foundations of 
Solomon’s temple. Since the 
time of the rise of the Byzantine 
empire, people of the Jewish 
faith have prayed at this wall, in 
part for the return of the glory of 
Israel, and their minor key 
chants and prayers have caused 
others to dub it the Jewish 
Wailing Wall. Arab housing has 
been bulidozed away so 
celebrations and prayer can take 
place there. 

About A.D. 600, the Moslems 
chose a spot that they 
considered sacred, the same 
spot as Solomon's temple, and 
built the largest mosque in 
Jerusalem, Al Aksa. The early 
Christians had chosen not to 
build on that site because 
Herod’s temple, considered 
cursed of God, also had 
occupied that site. 

The Crusaders in the 11th 
century, more zealous than 
scholarly, converted the mosque 
to Christian use. They later 
sanctified their act with the 
thought that Jesus had been 
brought to that spot as an infant. 
He had talked with the rabbis 
there as a very young man, and 
there he had preached and 
taught; therefore, they reasoned, 
it could not be all bad. 

The single most important 
spot for Christians on this

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lfrom hss 16 
ancient hill where Abraham once 
walked is the Church of the Holy 
Sepulcher. It was built by the 
authority of Emperor 
Constantine in the 4th century, 
and Constantine’s mother chose 
the site for Jesus’s crucifixion 
and burial. 

Shaken by countless 
earthquakes, ransacked, abused 
and neglected, vandalized by 
many who held non-Christian 
views, the propped-up, battered 
remains of the chu. wh still stand. 

In this focal poin’ of Christian 
thought can be seer: the polyglot 
nature of Christianity. It is held 
in trust by the Latin, Greek, 
Armenian and Coptic churches. 
There are 18 chapels inside the 
Syrian and Abyssinian branches 
of the Holy Seputcher, ail 
holding services. To be sure that 
no one is shown favoritism, a 
Moslem family keeps the keys. 

The major tension is not 
concerned with keys, rather it is 
over the reconstruction of the 
building. What will come to light 
under a layer of plaster, or 
behind a slab of marble, could 
give another segment of the 
Christian faith more space. 
Despite this, the reconstruction 
of much of the Church of the 
Holy Sepulcher is nearing 
completion. 

The seeds of today’s Arab- 
israeli pathos were planted when 
Abraham had two sons, each by 
a different mother. While each 
faith hoids Abraham as their 
father, the Arabs trace their 
lineage through Hagar. For the 
Jews, it is through Sarah. The 
son of Sarah, and Sarah’s 
lineage, claimed the City of

Wineries are springing up 
faster than ever, and becoming 
familiar with the better new 
wines is getting harder and 
harder. 

For that reason it sometimes 
becomes important for me to 
scour the wine shops buying 
bottles made by wineries | never 
heard of before. | admit that this 
practice uncovers some very fine 
wines, but there also are an 
equal number of ho-hummers, 
wines that are either not very 
good, unmemorable or merely 


overpriced. 

| recently tasted 12 wines from 
new wineries, and found eight of 
them worth seeking. Here are 
those eight: 

1981 Sea Ridge Winery Pinot 
Noir “Bohan Vineyard” ($10.50) 
— A lighter aroma at first opens 
with airing into a striking 
fruitiness. The taste is silky and 
warm. 

1981 Sea Ridge Pinot Noir 
“Summa Vineyard” ($15) — Very 
Burgundian in aroma, with a 
slight hint of oxidation. The wine 
is very spicy yet delicate in the 
mouth. Impressive. 

1981 Sea Ridge Pinot Noir 
“Sonoma County” ($9.75) — 


Fruity-floral aromas and 
balanced taste, though lighter 
than the previous two wines. 

Sea Ridge is a small winery on 
California’s Sonoma coast that 
made its first wine in 1980. The 
1981 Pinot Noirs are well made 
and worth seeking out. 

1982 Soleterra Pinot Noir ($11) 
— A fruity and slightly 
Burgundian aroma is matched by 
a flavorful, lighter-styled taste. 
An excellent first effort. 

Soleterra is a venture headed 
by wine educator John Thoreen. 

1983 William Baccala 
Chardonnay ($11) — A strikingly 
fruity aroma (the wine has some 
oak but it is subdued) combined 


Kinds of images stock 
photo houses will want

For the past several weeks, 
I’ve been telling you about the 
world of stock photography — 
what it is, how it works, what the 
stock photography house 
expects from you and what you 
can expect from the stock 
photography house. 

First of all, let me repeat that 
the stock photo houses do not 
want your rejects. If, in your 
judgment, a picture lacks good 
color, good composition or 
suitable subject matter, you can 
be certain it won’t appeal to the 
picture editor at the stock photo 
house, either. And the only thing 
you'll accomplish by sending in 
less than first-class images is to 
destroy your credibility. 

And now you may ask, just 
what kinds of images do stock 
photo houses look for? While 
many of the images they sell 
deal with wildlife, city skylines, 
corporate office buildings and 
scenery shots that depict 
various areas, a great many of 
the photographs in demand 
require some careful planning by 
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the photographer. 

People doing almost anything 
always are needed — hiking, 
climbing, picnicking, Frisbee 
throwing, badminton, croquet, 
golf, tennis, whitewater rafting, 
scuba diving, swimming, 
sunbathing, volleyball, soccer. 
And it helps a great deal if you 
can get some cooperation from 
your subjects in these various 
activities. It’s certainly possible 
to photograph people in the heat 
of some athletic competition — 
professional sports 
photographers do it all the time 
— but if that’s your intent, plan 
on shooting lots of film, then 
editing very carefully. 

There also are a lot of shots

requiring even more preparation 
— these are the studio-type set- 
up shots — piles of money, 
stocks and bonds, fresh 
vegetables, doctor using 
stethoscope on a child, hot tub 
with a good-looking couple in it 
or athletic-looking people using 
exercise equipment. Those 
suggestions came from Stock 
imagery of Denver, Colo. 

Here are some of the photos 
needed by publishers and 
publications using Rohn Engh’s 
weekly computerized 
Photobulletin: two or three

Groth is anew Napa Valley 
winery owned by Dennis Groth, a 
San Francisco businessman who 
didn’t cut corners. He hired as 
his wine maker one of the best: 
Nils Venge, who had made a 
string of exceptional wines with 
Villa Mt. Eden. 

What Venge brings to Groth is 
experience both as a wine maker 
and as a grape grower (he 
worked at Charles Krug in 
vineyard development), and this 
dual ability should be an 
advantage for Groth over the 
years. 

1983 Gainey Chardonnay ($11) 
— This wine is fruity with a 
citrus-apple aroma and a rich, 
complex taste. The wine is not 
overly woody.

It’s 
agility, it’s aerobics, it’s 
flexibility — all in one huffing, 
puffing package. And if you 
don’t like it, ““You know where 
the door is,” said Brown. 

Most of the participants can’t 
keep up with Brown, and they 
don’t have to. Brown encourages 
them to do what they can, ata 
pace that challenges rather than 
defeats them. 

“| keep an eye on ’em,” he 
said. ‘‘If the color looks bad, | 
tell ’em to take a breather. The 
class is designed to make 
everyday activities easier — to 
give them the cardiovascular, 


muscular and flexibility 
conditioning to be able to react 
in an emergency. Maybe they'll 
have to pull somebody out of a 
car someday. 

“Or maybe they want to get in 
shape for skiing, swimming or 
other sports. Anyway, the 
workouts should help them feel 
better about themselves and 
give them more energy.” 

Brown, an all-around athlete 
during his high school days in 
Springfield, Mass., started 
putting young men (some 
women take his classes now) 
through their paces at a YMCA in 
Brockton, Mass. He made a 
career out of the YMCA before 
accepting a special assignment 
with the United Nations in Egypt 
a few years ago. 

“Twas working with 
emergency forces,” he said. 
“Then the war came along and | 
was dodging bullets.” 
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Jersusalem in the year 996 B.C., 
and David placed there the 
holiest relics of the Hebrews, 
the tablets of stone given to 
Moses on Mount Sinai. About 44 


years later, David’s second son 
by Bathsheba, Solomon, built a 


house for the Lord as a 
permanent dwelling place for the 
Ark, which held the stone 
tablets. 

In A.D. 135, the Roman 
Emperor Hadrian put down the 
last remnants of a Jewish revolt, 
and completely destroyed all 
traces of that temple, its 
contents and the city itself. He 
allowed a small village to be 
built on the rubble, which he 
called Aelia Capitolina, into 
which no Jew ever could enter 
under penalty of being put to 
death on the spot. 

In order to do away with the 
traditional site of Golgotha 
where Jesus was crucified, 
Hadrian built a temple for the 
honor of Venus to stamp out any 
seed left of this sect called 
Christianity. Two centuries later,

the Roman Emperor Constantine 
had the Church of the Holy 
Sepulcher built on the 
foundations of Hadrian’s pagan 
temple. 


Then in A.D. 635, the followers 
of Islam seized Jerusalem and in 
the name of Allah, built a 
mosque that later was replaced 
by the Golden Dome of the Rock, 
which covers the spot where 
Abraham was to offer Isaac as a 
human sacrifice. 


The Holy City was under 
Moslem control until A.D. 1099. 
Then soldiers of the first 
Crusade called by Pope Erbin II 
began the era of conflict 
reclaiming the land for 
Christians. 

In 1967, during the Six-Day 
War, the jubilant Jewish army 
stormed and captured the old 
city for the first time since the 
sack of Jerusalem in the year 
A.D. 72, and there seems no 
doubt that it will remain the 
most contested spot in the 
Middle East.

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Water’s everywhere and is it a problem 


SAN BERNARDINO — For 
years, city, state and federal 
officials have been mired ina 
problem of unfathomable 
proportions — what to do with 
78 billion gallons of water. 

That much water might have 
been considered an 
embarrassment of riches for this 
arid community 55 miles east of 
Los Angeles, except that the 
sometimes precious commodity 
— bubbling up from a geological 
formation known as the Bunker 
Hill Basin — threatens to 
undermine office buildings and 
destroy roads. 

And negotiations to ease the 
problem have bogged down 
among the more than 30 bitterly 
divided agencies and individuals 
claiming rights to water in the 
basin. 

The area once was known as 


Urbita Springs, a name that 
conjured the reality of scores of 
natural springs and ponds that 
dotted the landscape. Then a 
prolonged drought struck during 
the 1940s and 1950s, followed by 
development with further 
demands for water. 

But in recent years the 
underground basin has been 
replenished by heavy winter 
rains, driving water to the 
surface again. Now private 
businesses and government 
agencies spend an estimated 
$50,000 a month to pump water 
out of basements, according to 
outgoing Mayor W.R. Holcomb. 

But perhaps the greatest 
threat was identified by the U.S. 
Geological Survey, which 
reported that even a moderate 
earthquake could churn wet soil 


to the consistency of quicksand © 





in a phenomenon called 
liquefaction. About 50,000 
people could be trapped ina 
sudden bog as large as 15,000 
acres. 

“We've been playing Russian 
roulette,” said Randy Van 
Gelder, manager of 
administration at the water 
district, which monitors 
conditions in the Bunker Hill 
Basin. ‘So far we’ve been 
lucky.” 

The officials trying to solve 
the problem belong to the 17- 
member High Groundwater Task 
Force, which was formed in 1983 
to find an equitable solution. 


One obvious solution — 
pumping out the water — has 
aroused territorial defenses. The 
city of Riverside, for example, 
gets 80 percent of its water 
supply from the Bunker Hill 


Basin. 

“You have 17 good men sitting 
around a table trying to solve a 
common problem,” said Larry 
Rowe, the task force chairman, 
“and at the same time be true to 
their obligations to the agencies 
they represent.” 

Officials estimate that 240,000 
acre-feet of water, more than 78 
billion gallons, must be pumped 
out to alleviate the flooding. 
Rowe said that much water is 
worth about $14.4 million in 
terms of water sales — but who 
should get the water and-or the 
money? And how much? 

Besides questions of water 
rights are troublesome technical 
problems, such as how to pump 
so much water out of the basin 
without causing the soil to 
sink—which could cause some 
buildings to collapse. 


‘Lost in America’ clever comedy 


“Lost in America” is the tale 
of a “yuppie” couple who 
abandon upscale Los Angeles to 
seek their own Walden Pond. 
Unfortunately, they wander into 
the morass of Las Vegas, and 
she loses their nest egg at the 
roulette table. 

The escape-the-rat-race theme 
has been played before, but 
seldom as cleverly as in “Lost in 
America.” The guiding force is: 
Albert Brooks, co-star, co-writer 
and director, a comic whose 
determinedly offbeat humor has 
in the past been cherished by a 
few, rejected by many. No more. 


Brooks plays an ad agency 
whiz who buys a $400,000 house 
in anticipation of promotion to 
senior vice president. When he 
is offered a transfer to New York 
instead, he explodes and gets 
himself fired. He convinces his 
wife (Julie Hagerty) to abandon 
her own humdrum job and join 
him in a soul-seeking journey

across the United States ina 
motor home. 

First, he proposes a second 
wedding in Las Vegas. A big 
mistake. Their next stop is an 
Arizona hamlet where he finds 
work as a school crossing guard, 
she as.assistant manager ina 
hot dog parlor. 

Brooks, who wrote the script 
with Monica Johnson, is a highly 
original comedic spirit. Unlike 
Mel Brooks, he doesn’t aim for 
the belly laugh. Nor is he 
addicted to Neil Simon one- 
liners. Albert Brooks is a master 
of the comedic scene, building a 
pyramid of absurdities with 
uncanny skill. 

“Lost in America” is studded 
with memorable sketches, none 
extraneous and all plot- 
propelling. The firing of Brooks 
builds to an inevitable but 
hilarious climax. His attempt to 
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the picture); adult cancer patient 
receiving radiation therapy; 
chess players in park; group of 
older women playing cards; 
parent scolding child; adult 
giving child a hug; hitchhiker 
along side of road; police 
questioning teenagers on street; 
women judges; facial close-up of 
camel. Quite an interesting 
variety, isn’t it? Remember, as a 
supplier of stock photos, you’re 
supposed to be a photo 
illustrator, and that means being 
able to turn everyday scenes into 
memorable pictures.
